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Sir: 

In the Office Action dated October 1, 2007, Applicants are required to elect one of the 
following groups of claims for prosecution in this application: 

• (1A) circular-polarization-type-reflection polarizer (a) comprises a cholesteric 
liquid crystal material (claims 3 or 12) 

• (IB) each layer is laminated with a transparent adhesive or pressure-sensitive 
adhesive (claims 8 or 17) 

• (1 C) at least a light source provided for the optical element (claims 9 or 1 8) 

• (ID) a A/4 plate is placed on the circular-polarization-type-reflection polarizer (a) 
provided on a viewer side (liquid crystal side) such that transmitted light from a 
light source side can provide linearly polarized light (claims 6 or 15) 

Applicants provisionally elect to prosecute Species (1A), claims 3 or 12 . 
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The indication in the Office Action that claim 1 is generic is acknowledged. It is 
submitted that claims 4 and 13 should also be examined with the elected Species. Thus, claims 
1-5 and 12-14 read on the elected Species. 

The applicant reserves the right to file divisional applications on the non-elected claims. 

The applicant respectfully requests an early examination on the elected claims and 
favorable action on the merits.
